The State Department on Monday denied a 
Washington Post story saying Christopher had 
offered Chinese officials a compromise in which 
future decisions on the trade status would require 
only general progress on human rights instead of 
the specific steps Clinton has demanded. 

“This inaccurately reflects the substance and the 
tenor of the secretary’s eight hours of discussion 
with China’s leaders,” said spokeswoman Christine 


Christopher told reporters traveling with him from 
China to a brief stop in Russia. 

U.S. officials have said that if China could 
improve its human rights situation enough, they 
would do.away with the annual review which 
requires human rights progress. 

That would ease the worries of U.S. businesses, 
who fear China’s certain retaliation if Clinton lifts 
China’s favorable trade status. The business com- 
munity and their congressional allies are pressuring 


Clinton not to jeopardize the $9 billion export mar-

Though the restriction sounds sim- 
ple, Gammett says defining what is 
and is not a second apartment is diffi- 
cult. ‘

White House official 
resigns over dispute

WASHINGTON — Associate 
Attorney General Webster Hubbell, a 
longtime friend of President and Mrs. 
Clinton, resigned Monday, saying dis- 
tractions from a probe at his former 
law firm “will interfere with my ser- 
vice to the country.” 

Hubbell was the second high-rank- 
ing Clinton official to resign in just 
over a week. 

White House Counsel Bernard 
Nussbaum quit under fire on March 5 
after publicized revelations of White 
House briefings with federal regula- 
tors who are investigating an 
Arkansas savings and loan with ties to 
the Clintons. 

The president said Hubbell had done 
valuable work at the Justice 
Department but “he made the right 
decision” to resign and return home to 
Arkansas to deal with an investigation 
into billings he charged while in pri- 
vate law practice. 

Clinton said he found it “hard to 


_ believe” that Hubbell was guilty of 


wrongdoing. 

Attorney General Janet Reno said 
his departure would be a loss for the 
Justice Department, where he has 
been the No. 3 official for nine 
months. 

“I don’t believe he did a thing 
wrong,” she said. 

Hubbell did not attend Reno’s brief 
news conference, but released a state- 
ment recalling the “wonderful jour- 
ney” he took from Little Rock, Ark., 
to Washington a year ago when 
Clinton was inaugurated. 

He lamented that “private issues” 
involving his billings at the Rose Law 


Firm in Little Rock, where he and 
Hillary Rodham Clinton were part- 
ners, were “elevated to public specu- 
lation.” He said he was confident the 


‘dispute would be resolved satisfacto- 


rily. 

The law firm has been investigating 
whether Hubbell overbilled clients. 
He has denied doing so and has said 
he was cooperating with the firm’s 
probe. ei 

Hubbell recused himself last fall 
from any role in the department’s 
investigation of the Clintons’ invest- 
ment in the Whitewater Development 
Corp., and the co-owner of which also 
owned Madison Guaranty Savings &- 
Loan. 

The Rose firm had represented 
Madison in the past, and Hubbell later 
sued an accounting firm blamed in the 
thrift’s failure on behalf of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 

Hubbell said he would “stand and 
take the blows from wherever they 
came” if they affected only him. He 
decided to resign, he said, because “I 
believe too much in this country, the - 
president, the attorney generai, the 
Justice Department, my wife and fam- 
ily and my colleagues. 

“After a thoughtful weekend, I 
believe that my continued service will 
not be as effective as it has been; that 
the distractions on me at this time will 
interfere with my service to the coun- 
try and the president's agenda, and 
that. my family, although totally sup- 
portive, is being harmed,” he said. 

Hubbell said his association with 
Reno “has meant more to me than 
words can describe. She knows that I 
consider her one of. America’s 
heroes.”

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Israel cracking down on Jewish extremists 


JERUSALEM — The crackdown against Jewish extremists focused on 
Hebron, site of the mosque massacre, with police confiscating automatic 
weapons from Jews and briefly detaining a leading rabbi yesterday. 

Israeli negotiators and U.S. Middle East Coordinator Dennis Ross met with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat in Tunisia to discuss resuming negotiations about the 
issues blocking the Israel-PLO peace accord from being implemented. 

Those talks broke off after the Feb. 25 killing of 30 Muslim worshipers by a 
Jewish settler at the mosque in the Tomb of the Patriarchs in the occupied West 
Bank. 

The massacre shocked many Israelis. Yesterday they expressed discomfort 
with seeing Jews jailed without trials and with Jews’ views outlawed. The 
Israeli Cabinet on Sunday ordered the measures, usually applied only to Arab 
enemies, against Jewish extremists. 

Rabbi Moshe Levinger, 59, was questioned about a November incident, when 
soldiers said he barged into a Muslim area of the Tomb against army orders to 
stay out. Levinger was released on $1,700 bond and is to appear in a Jerusalem 
court today. 


Tuberculosis found in 1,000-year-old remains 


WASHINGTON — Discovery of tuberculosis in the body of a 1,000-year- 
old woman in Peru gives strong evidence that a disease lethal to thousands of 
American Indians was in the new world before Columbus and not a plague 
brought by Europeans. 

A University of Minnesota team said that genetic examination of specimens 
taken from the lung and lymph nodes of an ancient Peruvian body shows 
unmistakable evidence of infection by tuberculosis. A report on the study is to 
be published Tuesday in the Proceedings of National Academy of Sciences. 

The body was one of 650 unearthed by a University of Chicago team in 1990 
from a burial area near the town of Ilo in southern Peru. The body was age 
dated at 1,000 years. 


Gunman kills 3 in California office building 


SANTA FE SPRINGS, Calif. — A gunman opened fire in an electronics 
company Monday, killing three people and: wounding two others before dying 
of an apparently Self-inflicted gunshot wound. 

Employees at Extron Electronics scrambled for safety as the unidentified man 
went on his rampage just after 1 p.m., said Los Angeles County sheriff’s 
Deputy Fidel Gonzales. 

“Everybody ran in different directions,” he said. 

Authorities did not know the motive for the shooting in this suburb about 12 
miles southeast of Los Angeles. 

The company’s marketing manager, Ivan Perez, said the shooting victims 

_ were all Extron employees, but he didn’t know if the gunman was a current or 
former employee. 

The victims weren’t identified. They included a man and a woman who were 
found dead-inside the building, and a man who died later at a hospital, said Sgt. 
Robert Stoneman. 


4-year probe of Utah nurse wage-fixing ends 


SALT LAKE CITY — Eight hospital corporations representing 27 Utah hos- 
pitals, along with two professional and lobbying organizations, illegally con- 
spired to control nurses’ wages, the Justice Department charged Monday. 

In a related development, the state attorney general announced Monday the 
end of the Justice Department’s four-year antitrust probe into the University of 
Utah’s medical school and hospital. 

According to a complaint filed in U.S. District Court, the hospitals and pro- 
fessional associations conspired to exchange registered nurse entry wage infor- 
mation from January 1984 through June 1992. 

The federal agency filed three consent decrees, which if approved by the court 
would settle the suit against all defendants. 

Named in the suit are St. Benedict’s Hospital in Ogden; IHC Hospitals, which 
operates 20 hospitals throughout the state; Pioneer Valley Hospital, West 
Valley City; Lakeview Hospital, Bountiful; Mountain View Hospital, Payson; 
HCA Health Services of Utah, which does business as St. Mark’s Hospital, Salt 
Lake City; Holy Cross Hospital, Salt Lake City; and eee City Community 
Hospital.

Convicted killer Willett 
resentenced to life term

Duane Willett, convicted of first- 
degree murder, a capital offense, and 
aggravated robbery, a first-degree 
felony, was resentenced to life in 
prison last Friday by Judge Guy 
Burningham. 

This sentencing came after a retrial 


for Willett had been held through the — 


last week of February. 

In 1983, Willett was originally sen- 
tenced to life in prison after pleading 
guilty to first-degree murder in the 
shooting death of 29-year-old Dan 
Oakelberry. 

Willett’s son, then 19, pleaded 
guilty to second-degree murder and is 
serving a prison term of five years to 
life. 

Utah County prosecutors accepted 
the pleas following plea negotiations 
in which they agreed not to seek the 
death penalty. 

The agreement stated that one of the 
Willetts would plead guilty to first- 
degree murder and the other to sec- 
ond-degree murder. 

Oakelberry, who was shot once in 
the head, was gunned down on the 
night of Nov. 20, 1982, as he left the 
Storehouse Market with the day’s 
receipts. 

In 1990, Willett claimed he was in 
Nevada at the time of the shooting 
and was in no way involved in the 
murder. 

He also claimed that he pleaded 


guilty in 1983 so that his son would . 


not be executed. 

Willett was granted a second chance 
in court because an error occurred in 
the way his guilty plea was accepted 
when he was first arraigned. 

After being convicted a second time, 
defense motioned to have the jury dis- 
missed for the pending penalty phase. 


Burningham agreed to the request and 
also ruled that he would only sentence 
on the capital charge. 

Willett had the option of being sen- 
tenced according to 1983 or 1994 pro- 
cedures. 

The 1983 procedures consist of 
either life in prison or the death penal- 
ty. The 1994 procedures contain one 
more option of life in prison with 
parole. 

Defense motioned to strike the 
penalty phase of the trial, citing a 
Utah statute that prevents a defendant 
from being sentenced to a greater sen- 
tence than was already ordered. 

“The court’is not to look behind or 
interpret the language beyond the 
statute,” defense attorney Steve 
Killpack said. 

“The statute is in fact clear and 
unambiguous.” 

According the statute there should 
be no harsher sentence, Killpack said. 

Prosecution argued that the statute 
did not apply in this case. 

When Willett set aside his not guilty 
plea his original sentence and convic- 
tion were annulled so the statute does 
not apply to the retrial, Deputy 
County Attorney Craig Madsen said. 

“Nothing was set aside except his 
plea, and it took everything with it,” 
Madsen said. 

The judge recalled how he had 
advised Willett in the past. 

“T stated on more than one occasion 
that it might not be wise for him to 
withdraw his plea,” Burningham said. 

Burningham also stated that he 
understands the statute. 

“The philosophy of the statute is to 
give every right to the accused,” 
Burningham said. 

Burningham granted defense’s 
request and sentenced Willett accord- 
ing to 1983 procedures, which paral- 
leled the original sentence. 


School principal suspended, 
facing discrimination charge

WEDOWEE, Ala. — A high school 
principal who students said had tried 
to ban interracial dates at the senior 
prom and told a mixed-race student 
she was a “mistake” was suspended 
Monday pending an investigation. 

The action was taken after an emo- 
tional school board hearing over 
Randolph County High School 
Principal Hulond Humphries’ com- 
ments, which ReVonda Bowen said 
had reduced her to tears. 

The Randolph County school 
board’s only black member was 
joined by four whites in voting to sus- 
pend Humphries with pay pending an 
“immediate, serious, in earnest and in 
full scope” investigation into his 
actions: The other two board mem- 


bers dissented. 

More than half the crowd in the 
auditorium was black, and there were 
groans from some blacks when the 
recommendation was made to pay 
Humphries while he is under suspen- 
sion. The board could have fired him. 

Throughout the hearing, both blacks 
and whites were demonstrative, and 
some viacks carried placards, includ- 
ing one ihat read “Love knows no 
color.” The school board session 
ended in less than an hour with no 
serious disruptions. 

About 500 people jactnied the high 
school auditorium amid heavy securi- 
ty for the hearing. Civil rights leaders 
spoke on behalf of Ms. Bowen and 
the need for racial justice in schools. 
Neither Ms, Bowen nor Humphries 
attended the hearing. 


NATO pilots prepare to act in Bosnia

WASHINGTON — NATO pilots 
expect to receive immediate attack 
orders the next time U.N. troops in 
Bosnia face a ground assault, Defense 
Secretary William Perry said 
Monday. 

The comments followed an incident 
last weekend in which Serbian ground 
forces escaped after mounting a hit- 
and-run attack on United Nations 
peacekeepers because U.N. comman- 
ders took three hours to approve a 
request for air support. 

In a speech to students and faculty 


members at The George Washington 
University, Perry also said the United 
States must remain prepared in case 
reform efforts in Russia stall and the 
nation moves back toward totalitari- 
anism. 

The U.N. request for NATO planes 
to fire on Serbian attackers near the 
Bosnian village of Bihac on Saturday 
night went through two military com- 
manders and a civilian representative. 

“This is obviously not an effective 
way to manage close air support,” 
Perry said. “By the time they got 
approval, the attack was over, the 
(Serbian) guns were gone.”

2 Utah youths

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Struggling married couples 
hurt by biased federal taxes 


“BYU married couples may be surprised to find out how much it costs to wear a 
ting come tax time. 
=It actually costs more in taxes to be married because of glitches in the federal tax 
‘code called married penalties. These penalties result in married couples paying 

more in taxes if they both have earnings than if they were not married. 

“Marriage penalties have always been a problem but the Clinton tax bill passed last 

‘year increased them for both the rich and the poor. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, in a statement illustrates how these penalties can affect 
couples: “Bill Smith works in a grocery store and earns $31,000 a year. Denise, his 
wife, works part time as a nurse and earns $13,000 a year. Because of the Clinton 
marriage penalty, the Smiths would be $2,901 better off financially if they divorced 
and if Denise took at least two of the (three) children. 

“They will pay $3,810 in federal taxes this year if they remain married, but would 
pay a combined total of only $909 in federal taxes if they were single.” Hatch 
States that marriage penalties get worse as income increases. 

Utah’s low-income and middle-income families will be affected under the present 
policy when April 15 rolls around. The amount of disposable income for these

families could be significantly reduced. 


For a President who encouraged strengthening the American family, the new mar- 
riage penalties send an opposite message to the public. Marriage may be worth 


more, but it costs more too. 


The Clinton administration and the federal government are suggesting it is more 


cost effective for a couple to just live together. 


Our society already has too many problems with crime and education resulting 
from of the deterioration of the American family. We should be doing everything 
_ we can to strength the institution of marriage, and so should our president. 

We don’t need an anti- family tax code. If anything, we should have a tax code 
that supports families and marriage. There should even be a tax reduction for mar- 


ried couples. It would be just one more incentive for people to invest in marriage. 


Hatch plans to introduce legislation into the Senate to reverse the marriage penal- 
ties.

To “Doctors civil servants:” McClure, you’re 
setting yourself up big time by comparing 
medicine to the public school system. Let’s 
look at U.S. schools. Where do we rank in the 
world with regard to literacy and math and sci- 
ence skills? Is it at the top, where the health 
care system sits? Hardly. do we have adequate 
supplies for out children? Not even close. Is 
the general consensus among educators that 
out school system is in great shape? I don’t 
think so. 

Educators have been struggling for years to 
find ways to improve the public school system, 
and isn’t it interesting that these educators are 
more and more turning to the private. sector for 
help by looking to such things as having busi- 
nesses sponsor individual schools and using 
vouchers to let parents choose the best schools 
for their children. 

There is,a reason for this move to a market- 
driven system. People perform better and more 
efficiently under such a system. They are dri- 
ven to be more innovative and creative. On the 
whole, private schools provide a much better 
education at lower costs than public schools. 
(Notice where President Clinton’s. daughter 
attends.) 

Don’t get me wrong. I don’t want to abolish 
the school system, but I certainly don’t want to 
plan a health care system after it, nor should 
we use Canada’s system as a_ blueprint. The 
U.S. system right now is the most advanced in 
the world. Our problem is simply making it 
available to everybody that wants it. 

I agree that some changes need to be made. 
Maybe we should pair government with pri- 


vate enterprise in some way, like some schools « 


are doing. I don’t know the answers, but I do 
know, our government has proven itself time 
and time again to be incapable of running any 
program in an-efficient and effective manner.

Several BYU affiliates have unoffi- 
cially stated that BYU’s flag tradition 
may create problems between students 
or cause ill feelings or a judgemental 
atmosphere — although it does not 
bother them personally. 

One professor of religious education, 
who asked not to"be identified, ques- 
tioned whether there is a place for 
such a visible tradition in a Church- 


sponsored school that increasingly . 


attracts international students. 

“This little 80-second ritual is not a 
great sacrifice for any visitor — he 
doesn’t have to salute it, he can sim- 
ply pause while those around honor 
it,” said Bob Kochenower, U.S. Navy 
retired, now Computer Support 
Representative for Admissions and 
Records Division. - 

Another university employee, who 
also asked to remain anonymous, 
asked why more people do not under- 
stand, do not payeattention and do not 


care. 


“The flag is 50 stars, but also three 
stripes (colors); you can ignore the 
stars, but acknowledge the stripes 
which stand for valor, honor and puri- 
ty — those are not political — they 
represent virtues of men that can and 
should be honored,” Kochenower 
said. 

There is a woman on campus who 
has assisted the ROTC cadets in the 
hoisting of the flag. It is visible from 
her office and she often watches to see 
the flag raised while the National 
Anthem plays. 

“People who have been through 
wars ... have had husbands, brothers, 
sons leave ... when you see the flag, it 
sends chills,” she said, “it means safe- 
ty and security.” 

She asked not to be identified, 
because for her, it is a personal thing. 
It may not be so important to others. 
Reactions to the ceremony vary. For 
some people, the right to choose not to 
stop is a part of being American. 

But what about internagional stu- 
dents? 

Valerie Saintil, a junior from Haiti 
majoring in Human Biology said, “I 
understand the Americans stand, but I 
don’t stand ... if it was my flag raising, 
I would.” 

“I stop,” said David Chia, a soho- 
more majoring in chemical engineer- 
ing from Canada, “I figure I’m a 
guest, so I show respect to the country 
I’m studying in.” 

Mike Winkworth, a sophomore from 
England majoring in English, said he 
does not stop, and sometimes gets 
dirty looks. He said it does not bother 
him. 

“Tt’s just a way of showing rece, 
everyone should show respect for 
everyone else’s country,” he said, “I 
don’t.think you should have to in that 
way.” 


Flag ceremony supported by U.S. law 
not meant to proscribe specific actions

BYU’s flag tradition is supported by 


public law. United States Code title 36 


_ section 177 reads: 

“During the ceremony of hoisting or 
lowering the flag or when the flag is 
passing in a parade or in review, all 
persons present except those in uni- 
form should face the flag and stand at 
attention with the right hand over the 
heart. Those present in uniform should 
render the military salute. When not in 
uniform, men should remove their 
headdress with their right hand and 
hold it at the left shoulder, the hand 
being over the heart. Aliens should 
stand at attention. The salute to the 
flag in a moving column should be 
rendered at the moment the flag pass-

District Court, M.D. Alabama, “held 
that the relevant provisions of the Flag 
Code were not intended to proscribe 
conduct but were merely declaratory 
or advisory.” 

Basically, the law expresses custom 
regarding flag display. The behavior 
prescribed is not mandatory. 

“...whenever in Title 36 certain 
behavior was intended to be absolut- 
ley proscribed a specific section fol- 
lowed attaching penalties,” Varner 
cites from State of Delaware ex rel. 
Trader v. Hodsdon. 

It makes you wonder why it is law.

New green card helps protect against fraud, 
reduces paperwork for alien employment —

The United States Department of 
Justice Immigration and 
Naturalization Service has estab- 
lished a new green card for lawful 


. permanent residents in the United 


States because the old green card 
was too easy to falsify. 

In this country, an immigrant must 
show a green card as proof of legal 
residency to employers. 

A number of problems have sur- 
faced from this particular green 
card because it could be duplicated. 

As a result, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service has issued a 
green card replacement program. It 
was “instituted to limit the number 
of documents used for employment 
verification and to reduce fraud,” 
said Theodore H. Okawa, assistant 
international adviser in BYU’s 
International Office. 

Okawa said the television show,

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transition, what might have been a 
legal apartment 10 years ago, may 
now appear illegal. 

“We still give the owner the chance 
to prove that he has had the apart- 
ment for years, and that it was at one 
time approved by the city,” said 
Gammett. “However, the burden of 
proof is on the owner, and not the 
city.” 

That means enforcement often 
results in-heavy research in addition 
to being complicated by sticky 
details of occupancy, he said. 


A Test Solution 

Due to both the frustrations of 
enforcement procedures and the 
enormity of the problem, Gammett 
says the Planning Commission has 
recently finished approving a test 
measure which he says may alleviate 
the problem. 

In neighborhoods where polnon: 
are common, such as the one east of 
900 East, as well as in the “Tree 
Streets,” Gammett has opened the 
door for the approval of “overlay” 
areas which allow for apartments 
which are in violation to become 
legal while still maintaining the 
neighborhood’s single-family zon- 
ing. 

The system, which has yet to be 
implemented in:any Provo neighbor- 
hood, would require 70 percent of all 
residents in a given area to agree that 
existing apartments can continue, 
given they obey parking and noise 
conditions. 

So far only one person, Bonnie 
Hardy of south Provo has applied, 
and. her request resulted in failure. 

Hardy, who was found in violation 
when an anonymous neighbor 
reported that she had a second apart- 
ment, says she was told to send a 
petition around her neighborhood to 
apply for the overlay. 

After obtaining the necessary 70 
percent of signatures, however, she 
was turned down for improperly 
wording her request. 

“It came down to a problem of 
Bonnie not telling her neighbors that 
by approving her extra apartment 
they were authorizing the whole 
neighborhood to be rezoned,” said 
Richard Seicrist, who handled the 
case for the Planning Commission. 

Hardy says she didn’t have the pro- 
cedure explained to her, and was 
upset to see what she thought would

be a simple process mushroom into 
paperwork and public hearings. 

She says she doubts the test system 
will work in other neighborhoods 
because it causes those who want to 
bring about a change to become ene- 
mies in the neighborhood. 

She said in the process of trying to 
gain approval for her neighborhood, 
several of her friends were also 
caught in violation. 

One of them had to promise the 


city that although they had a second ' 


kitchen, that they would never bring 
on boarders and it would remain 
strictly a “canning kitchen.” 

“The city was on my side and even 
wanted me to take around a proper- 


ly worded petition around my neigh-’ 


borhood, but I said: ‘No way am I 
going to become the bad- guy 
again,” she said. 


A Broken System? 

Whether the test ordinance will 
bring results: or not remains to be 
seen, but one thing seems certain — 
those on both sides recognize that 
something needs to be done to 
change the system. 

Hardy says she is most troubled by 
enforcement working strictly on a 
complaint basis. 

She says she feels singled out, sim- 
ply because there is someone in her 
neighborhood who has decided to 
“become a spy.” 

Hardy’s violation forced her to 
either evict her tenants, or open 
access between apartments and tear 
out one of her 220-volt ovens. 

She says she is choosing the latter 
option. 

“The silly thing is that I will con-. 
tinue to have the same number of 
people living in my house; the same 
number of cars parked outside and 
we will create the same noise,” she 
said. 

“What dliference does it make to 
my neighbors how many stoves I 
have inside?” 


Hardy’s violation, which was _ 


essentially one of improper wiring, 
also raises questions about city 
building inspection procedures. 

Landlords like Hardy, who wish to 
create a second apartment are likely 
to first, hire an electrician to wire for 
an additional kitchen and to perhaps 
prepare for a second meter. 

To do so either the electrician or 


the landlord must seek not only a © 


permit to change the wiring, but later 
the approval of a building inspector 
once the work is finished. 

The result: Often building. inspec- 
tots themselves approve rewiring 
where zoning prohibits it. 

Getting a second meter is then just 
a matter of applying to Provo City 
Power to have one hooked up. 

“We don’t conduct any research 
when we install second meters — 
All we need to know is that the city 
inspectors have approved it,” said 
Rod Rydman, an associate director 
of the Provo Energy Department. 

Gammett says unfortunately, 
inspectors, whose main concern is to 
ensure rewiring is safe, often over- 
look zoning issues when they 
approve electrical work: 

“What we have sometimes is a case 
of the left hand not knowing what 
the right hand is doing, but we’re 
working to fix that,” he said. “We 
are better than we were a year ago 
though.” 


Toward, Long Term Solutions 
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address doesn’t mean they are living 
ina legitimate apartment. 

He also encourages residents who 
are plagued by the parking and noise 
which accompany violations to 
report them. 

One local tenant advocate, howey- 
er, says those solutions won’t be 
enough until the city takes on an atti- 
tude which gives renters greater 
rights. 

Carrie Hamilton, an advocacy 
lawyer for Utah Legal Services in 
Provo, says until Provo drafts a ten- 
ant-landlord act, like the ones which 
are common in most Utah cities, the 
tenant will remain the victim. 
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The only resource a tenant evicted 
because of zoning violation situation 
has is to sue the landlord for sign, 

a contract which was invalid dug to 
the illegality of the apartment. 3-3 

She says her office has assisted 
tenants in that situation on more thah 
one occasion, but is frustrated that 
more resources aren’t available to 
renters. ! 

“If there were a tenant-landlord act 
in Provo, all a renter would have to 
do is call a building inspector if they 
felt something was fishy,’ ” she said. ! 

“Currently they can’t even do that 


and get any results.”
